We  were  fortunate  in  making  large 
contracts  with  this  Exchange,  and  are  now  having  these  pota- 
toes brought  forward  to  Richmond  for  our  trade,  and  are  offer- 
ing them  at  very  reasonable  prices  considering  the  present  high 

market  for  this  class  of  potato  in  Maine. The  p.ertiflg-d - 

potatoes  are  commanding  a premium  of  about  $1.00  per  bag 
over  the  Pine  Tree  State  Brand.  The  Pine  Tree  State  Brand 
has  been  field  inspected  by  the  Potato  Exchange  to  avoid  dis- 
ease and  mixture,  and  are  first-class  seed  potatoes  in  every 
respect. 

The  Maine  Potato  Growers’  Exchange  will  not  send  out  for 
seed  purposes  anything  but  the  best  stock,  and  any  potatoes 
grown  which  do  not  come  up  to  their  requirements  for  seed 
purposes  are  shipped  to  Boston  to  be  sold  for  eating.  These 
potatoes,  unfortunately,  have  been  bought  up  and  shipped  to 
the  South  through  some  potato  dealers  and  are  now  being 
offered  at  a cheap  price  for  seed  stock.  They  should  not  be 
used  for  planting,  as  the  crop  results  will  not  be  satisfactory. 

Therefore,  we  are  advising  our  customers  to  plant  only  seed 
potatoes  grown,  raised  and  assorted  for  seed  purposes,  such 
as  are  offered  under  the  Maine  Growers’  Exchange  brands.

GOOD,  BUT  ITALIAN  DOES  NOT  DO  WFLL  HERE.” 


Italian  Red  Clover  not  adapted  and  should  not  be  used  in  any 
part  of  the  United  States,  with  the  possible  exception  of  the 
Pacific  Northwest. 

The  following  are  the  results  of  tests  made  throughout  the 
United  States,  showing  the  adaptability  of  French  grown  Red 
Clover  in  comparison  to  home  grown  seed: 

At  Ashland,  Wisconsin,  Red  Clover  from  French  seed  pro- 
duced 2.90  tons  per  acre;  and  home  grown  seed  from  Idaho, 
Tennessee,  Wisconsin,  Ohio  and  Oregon  averaged  2.83  tons. 

At  Spooner,  Wisconsin,  French  seed  produced  1.94  tons  and 
U.  S.  seed  2.19  tons  per  acre. 

At  Marshfield,  Wisconsin,  French  seed  produced  1.5  tons, 
and  U.  S.  seed  1.6  tons  per  acre. 

At  East  Lansing,  Michigan,  French  seed  produced  2.25  tons, 
Michigan  seed  2.48  tons  and  other  U.  S.  seed  yielded  2.18  tons 
per  acre. 

At  College  Park,  Md.,  French  seed  2.46  tons,  Ohio  seed  2.94 
tons,  Maryland  seed  2.42,  and  Tennessee  2.26  tons  per  acre. 

At  Blacksburg,  Va.,  French  seed  1.35  tons,  U.  S.  Seed  1.59 
tons. 

At  State  College,  Pa.,  the  foreign  grown  clovers,  except  the 
Italian,  outyielded  that  grown  from  American  seed. 


The  above  results  show  that  there  is  very  little  difference 
between  American  and  French  grown  seed.  The  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment also  states  that  the  crop  grown  here  is  insufficient  to 
meet  the  demand,  and  if  all  the  Foreign  Seed  were  poor  the 
Department  would  not  recommend  its  importation  even  in  the 
face  of  the  great  shortage.
